Third, Mr. Redmond disclosed the em- 
ployment records of Negroes by Willkie’s 
Commonwealth & Southern, closing with 
an 8.55 per cent pro-ration. 

If Mr. Redmond will kindly furnish me 
with figures apportioning the relative 
total money paid into Commonwealth & 
Southern by Negro and white persons, 
and the same apportionment of salaries 
paid out by it to Negro and white em- 
ployes, he may or may not have a point. 

As one fairly well acquainted with Re-

Did the makers of “The Ramparts We 
Watch” merely tell the whole truth of the 
years 1914-18, impartially, “as the Americans 
of that period saw it”? The whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth?

Mr. MacLeish says that this film presents 
“the reasoning and emotions of the people 
restored to the perspective of the time.”

And how could pictures and a few snatches 
of words “present” the reasoning and the 
emotions of the people? That they can give 
glimpses and hints of some reasonings and 
emotions, no one would deny. But do they 
present the reasonings and emotions of Col. 
House, Thomas Lamont, Robert Lansing, 
William G. McAdoo, Woodrow Wilson. as 
they negotiated with one another and with 
the representatives of foreign governments” 
On second reflection, Mr. MacLeish would 
not claim that “The Ramparts We Watch” 
really does do this. 

Their “reasoning” is partly accessible to 
us in thousands of pages of written docu- 
ments now before us. No film, no written 
history could present all the reasoning of 
these men, to say nothing of unnamed mil- 
lions, exactly as it was—the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth. 

But certainly written history, based on a 
long, calm study of their “reasoning” re- 
vealed in thousands of documents, gives us 
more of the truth than any film put to- 
gether by a group of men untrained in the 
business of historical research and writing. 
In his silent moments as a poet, Mr. Mac- 
Leish must know that his poetic license has 
gone too far in his billboard advertisement 
of “The Ramparts We Watch.”

Mr. MacLeish condemns the historians for 
using “hindsight” in writing of that war 
and for failing to treat the war in the terms 
of a war for democracy. The hard truth 
is that in the thousands of pages of docu- 
ments recording the transactions of Czarist 
Russia, for instance, the war is not present- 
ed as a war for democracy. 

Would Mr. MacLeish have the historian 
say that, in spite of such evidence and 
more of it from the archives of other 
belligerents, it. was a war for democracy 
and nothing else? Surely poetic license 
would not carry even him to such a con- 
clusion, if he were familiar with a few hun- 
dred thousand more facts about that war.

The Very Rev. William Ralph Inge, Dean 
of St. Paul's in London—a man certainly 
competent to speak with authority for the 
governing class of England—wrote in 1931: 
“During the World War we said we were 
fighting to make the world safe for democ- 
racy.
